NOME HOPE AHEAD. 


The Car sou Appeal of Saturday morn- 


ing says: 


In the Senate yesterday it is not sur- 


prising that the Smyth bill was killed, 
aa it had two corporations to fight in- 
stead of one. 
If the competing road is 


determined to cut through Nevada and 
go to San Francisco, it will come any 
way and the rates proposed in Smy th's 
bill would Rtill not deter it. No one 
need apprehend that legislation will 
over block any enterprise like the Den- 
Ter & Rio Grande road with millions of 
capital behind it. Yet in tho boating of 
the bill yesterday it pretty clearly dem- 
onstrates that the Denver & Bio Grande 
people mean to build a competing line 
and want to get all the aid they cnn in 
their enterpriss daring the first few 
years of its existence. The 0. P. far 
enoe was in a curious position for so 
great a monopoly to occupy. It knew 
that were the high rates of tariff main- 
tained it would be an encouragement 
for the new road to come in, while a 
bill which would discourage the new road 
would also bear on them. They took 
the horn of the dilemma which seemed 


• the easiest to sit on aud thus was wit- 


nessed two rival roads joining forces. 
If the new road is built, as it certainly 
will be, it will give tho people of Ne- 
vada a relief that they can never hope 
for in their .Legislatures, and out of 
yesterday's defeat they cen pluok the 
consolation that the present state of af- 
fairs will be changed when ooce there 
is a through competing lino from Salt 
.Lake to San Francisco. The writer 
knows from conversations held with 
representatives of the new road iu Salt 
Lake and Denver, that tnis plan will be 
carried out, as the preliminary surveys 
have baen made, the necessary passes 
in the mountains taken up, and every- 
thing 111 readiness to push the enter- 
prise. This will lift a burden from 
Nevada's commerce aud iuanre her a 
prosperous future. 


BKKF FROM NEW MEXICO.—In the last 


number of the Pacific Kural Press we 
find the annexed: 


The high price of beef in this market 


is inducing shipment of cattle from re- 
gions which have not hitherto been' 
tributary to our market. Shipments 
are being made in an experimental way, 
and if the returns to those who have en- 
gaged in tho enterprise are sufficient to 
warrant its continuance, it may have the 
efteot of keeping the price of beef with- 
in the range of moderation. 
Messrs. 


.Fisher & Fowler, cattle dealers in the 
lower country, have just shipped 400 
head of cattle to San Francisco, from 
New Mexico. They are small Mexican 
cattle which they bought from the Gov- 
ernor of Chihuahua. This is the first 
shipment hither from that region, aud 
as before stated, is purely experimental, 
and they say, without any' bulling or 
bearing designs whatever on this mar- 
ket, nor are tbey actuated by any spirit 
of competition as against other dealers. 
If they find that the trade is remunera- 
tive they will continue it. 


While our own State Senate is play- 


ing with the bill repealing the bullion 
tax law, both Houses of the Colorado 
Legislature have enacted a law similar 
to the one on the Nevada books. A 
Denver dispatch of the 9th says "the 
fight iu the Senate was bitter, and that 
several of the leading papers of the 
State have opposed the bill from the 
first, and pronounce it an outrage upon 
the State's mining industry." 
The 


bullion tax law is one of the fairest the 
mining interests could ask for. 


THE WAEDENSHIP.—The Genoa Cour- 


ier says: 


We should judge that our Legislators 


have made a good and wise selection iu 
the pel-son of Mr. Frank Bell, as War- 
den of our -Nevada State Prison. 
We 


cannot say that every move they have 
made thus far, has been iu the wrong 
direction. 
We earnestly hope aud ex- 


pect to see Mr. Bell show himself equal 
to all emergencies and perfectly capable 
of discharging all his duties in a faithful 
aud wise manner. 


Of the eutiro State officers of Navada,

Cattle on the Western Ranges. 


An Omaha dispatch of the 9th con- 


tains the subjoined information for 
cattle dealers in this vicinity: 


The condition of cattle since the re- 


cent heavy snow storm and the extreme- 
ly cold weather continues to be a matter 
of interest. So -far, nearly all the re- 
ports are favorable. The weather has 
greatly moderated, and in some places 
the snow is being lifted by the winds 
sufficiently to give the cattle a chance 
to get the grass, but the most trouble 
arises from lack of water. 
William A. 


Paxton, one of the largest cattle owners 
has returned to Omaha from his range 
on the North Platte river, in Western 
Nabraska, whera he has 20,000 cattle, 
and he failed to find any dead from the 
effects of the storm. He is perfectly 
easy about the situation, and says there 
is only six inches of snow in Western 
Nebraska, and cattle can get plenty of 
grass as snow is light aud drifting. 
There is no loss as yet worth mention- 
ing. Some old cows and young stock 
may suffer, but riot to amount to one 
per cent. He apprehends no seriorfs 
loss, and claims that the recent snow 
storm and cold weather are not to be 
compared with the 
continuous cold 


weather of two years ago, which caught 
the cattle in poor condition and unable 
to endure it for any length of time, 
whereas, the cattle this Winter are in 
better condition than ever before known. 
What he says regarding the situation on 
his range will apply to other ranges in 
Western Nebraska. Ou the Niobrara 
ranges in Southern Nebraska where 
there are over 100,000 cattle, it is reli- 
ably reported that there is not^over two 
or three inches of snow, and the cattle 
are in good condition and able to pro- 
cure plenty of grass. 
In southwestern 


Nebraska along the Colorado lino, there 
is considerable snow and the cattle are 
crowding along the track of the Union 
Pacific and Denver short line, aud quite 
a number are being killed by tho cars, 
but none as yet have died from the 
effects of the weather. The following is 
extracted from the Union Pacific cattle 
reports received yesterday. Iu the vicin- 
ity of I'latte rivers, the north and south 
branches, and between the same, the 
snow lies the deepest, and the catt'e aru 
weaker and thinner than at more remote 
points. There is more danger from 
luck of water than lack of food. As yet, 
but few, if any, cattle are dying, and 
unless additional snow falls, or the 
present weather continues an undue 
length of time, no danger is apprehend- 
ed. The conclusion from all reports is 
that the outlook is not discouraging. 
Keports from Wyoming are of the same 
general tenor, although the snow is 
much deeper in that Territory. 


The fi'iUn Robbers Hcf»rt> the 


Mi'aiitl Jury. 


An Elko dispdtcli of the Oth contains 


the following: 


The Grand Jury met at 10 o'clock 


this morning to investigate the case 
against the train robbers. 
At 3 o'clock 


this afternoon they reported that they 
had found true bills against Hawley, 
Francis, Earl, Anderson and Nay, the 
five outlaws. 
Two indictments—one 


for assault with intent to rob and one 
for assault with intent to kill—were 
found against each of them concerning 
the robbery. Bail was set at §8,000 for 
each case, making $1G,000 for each 
robber. Warrants were is>suud on the 
first bill, assault with intent to rob, and 
the Court adjourned until Monday, Feb- 
ruary 19th, at which time their cases 
will be called. Detectives Dual and 
Thacker, Deputy Sheriff Polk and Mes- 
sengur Ross testified before the jury; 
also, four of the robbers. 
It is gener- 


ally understood that they will all plead 
guilty when brought into Court. Haw- 
ley, the wounded robber, is confined to 
his bed, but is resting easy. They all 
take the proceedings very coolly. It is 
thought that Nay, the other robber, can 
be removed to Elko in a few weeks. 
He was indicted with the other four. 
Messenger Boss' wounded hand is 
rapidly improving. He will be ready 
for duty soon.

There was only ono 
death at tbe Prison in the years 1881 
and 1882 —that of James Crawford, who 
was sent from White Pine county for 
assault with intent to commit robberv.
